Ark.—Single-handed,

Vilonia farmer .shot it out with the 
desperate Busx-hc brothers, Clarence 
unil Freddie, in the woods near El 
Paso at dusk Monday, killed them 
both, and ended one of the greatest 
manhunts in the history of Arkansas. 


The slayer of Ihe young Missouri 


killers was Hansford Russell, 40, the 
same volunteer who halted their reck- 
less flight northward Saturday after- 
noon nt Vilonia by firing into their 
car, forcing them to abandon it and 
take to the woods. 


One at a time the brothers advanc- 


ed and fired upon him in the woods. 
Ho met their fire, escaped unharmed, 
and felled them both. They died a 
few minutes after they fell, close to- 
gether, still clutching 'the 
weapons

They all come from u single 
thought—thai tho crisis of the de- 
pression is over—that business would 
go ahead now on its own sleom if it 
were only sure that congress would 
pass no laws regulating banking and 
public utilities or extending NBA or 
giving AAA more power over the 
conduct of private business. 


"Business might get much better if 


il were relieved of uncertainty. 
It 


ought to be relieved of that. But 
business is not yet ready to relieve 
government of its emergency dulie;;. 
The crisis is not over. 


"Yet there is a thought in these 


resolutions that i.s perfectly true. Gov- 
ernment can never finally solve tin; 
problems <jf depix-SMun. Only a re- 
lurn lo normal activity in industry 
can do that. 


"There is only one answer and that 


is to gel business yoing again. Busi- 
ness d.ocs not go now becuu.se it savs 
it sees bogeymen behind every door. 
I think its present jitters are pretty 
silly. It should have seen enough of 
President Roosevelt to know that he is 
preparing no pineapple tu blow it up. 
The present fear is supopscd tu be the 
shurc-the-wcalth, fiat money and Di.

"I want to warn every individual 


or firm buying chickens to take the 
name, address and description of ev- 
ery person who sells them. 


"It is against the law to buy stolen 


property—yet some poultry buyers in 
the county purchase these chickens 
knowning them to be stolen. 


"Some of these poultry buyers have 


refused to give officers information 
that they desired to have in order to 
run down these thieves. 


"Poultry buyers arc warned not to 


purchase stolen chickens as this is 
against the law—and if the buying up 
of these stolen chickens is not stopped 
we are going after you as well a.s the 
actual chicken thief," the sheriff de- 
clared.

Flood Danger

Camdcn Thursday. This is about 10 
feet higher than the maximum stage 
there during the March flood. Some 
areas in the vicinity of Camclen have 
been flooded four times this spring. 


Rapid rise of rivers in the northeast- 


ern part of the state, with danger of 
floods at Success und Corning from 
the Current and Little Black rivers, 
was reported Monday. Suspension of 
traffic on Highway 1 may be necessary 
Tucsdoy if the Bib Black river con- 
tinues to rise. 'The flood is expected 
to exceed that of March, nnd isolation 
of communities in that vicinity was 
feared. 


Although the Red river in south- 


cstern Arkansas has registered a heavy 
rise, farmers in that section were re- 
ported to have sustained little damage 
thus far. 


Flood stages were reported at El Do- 


rado and several other points in the 
southern part of the state. Pike, Sa- 
line nnd Wlu'te counties also reported 
serious flood conditions. 


The state Highway Department re- 


ported that Highway C7 was closed 
Monday south of Newport and that a 
detour through Bald Knob, Wynne 
and Harrisburg is being used. Traffic 
over the toll bridge at Newport was 
halted because of water at the west 
approach. Highway 10 was reported 
closed near Danville and Perryville. 
and Highway 3 remained impassable 
ast of Marianna. 
Highway 9 from 


Perry to Morrilton, Highway 4C from 
Sheridon to Leoln, and 
Highway 31 


from Beebo to Lonokc were also clos- 
ed to traffic.
